Unless the Federal Govern- 
ment continues to provide a sec- 
ondary market for veterans’ and 
FHA loans, home _ construction 
will not remain at its present 
high level, Raleigh W. Greene, 
retiring president of the Nation- 
al Savings & Loan League, said 
here yesterday. 

He presided at the tenth anni- 
versary convention of the league 
at the Chase and Park Plaza ho- 
tels which began yesterday and 
will end Thursday. Greene, of 
St. Petersburg, Fla., referred to 
the government’s suspension last 
month of the purchase of Veter- 
ans Administration - guaranteed 
and FHA-insured loans by the 
Federal National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation. 

Greene said the nation’s tax- 
payers face possible financial loss 
if the Federal National Mortgage 
Association is crdered by Con- 
gress to liquidate. He said the 
association’s VA and FHA loan 
holdings of $2,250,000,000 likely 
would be disposed of at a dis- 
count because of the low interest 
rates at which they were made. 


HUSBAND SAYS BETTE DAVIS 
HAS OSTEOMYELITIS OF JAW 


NEW YORK, May 11 (AP)— 
Gary Merrill said today his stage 
and screen star wife, Bette Davis, 
is suffering from osteomyelitis of 
the jaw. Osteomyelitis is an in- 
flammation of the bone marrow. 

Miss Davis and Merrill left to- 
day for a vacation in Maine. 
Merrill said his wife is under 
strict doctor’s orders to rest. 

Last March, Miss Davis’s broad- 
way play, “Two's Company,” was 
closed after she suffered an in- 
fected wisdom tooth. He denied 
Miss Davis was suffering from 
cancer of the jaw.

BONN, May 11 (UP)—The So- 
cialist party, opposing German 
rearmament, today renewed its 
appeal to the Constitutional Court 
in Karlsruhe for a ruling on the 
constitutionality of the proposed 
European army pact and the Ger- 
man peace treaty with the West. 
The army pact would place 
500,000 West Germans in the uni- 
form of a common, West Euro- 
pean defense force. 

The Socialists also want a court 
ruling on whether the two pacts 
require approval of both the up- 
per and lower houses of the West 
German Parliament. Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer contends the 
approval of the lowe: house—al- 
ready given—is enough.

Friday, asking that chamber’s ap- 
proval of only the tax provisions 
of each.

48 MEN HELD IN KILLING

Stomach Acid i

S YOUR stomach acid? Do you suffer from a loggy feeling 
or that full sensation? Are you afraid you are getting an 
ulcer because of an occasional twinge? Do you reach for 
the patent pills, powders, or potions to correct that nasty acid 
stomach? You do? . 

Though it’s hard for anyone to escape the advertising- 
implanted ideas that their stomachs are far too acid, only one 
healthy person in 20 really has excess stomach acidity. 

The real truth is that the stomach should contain acid 
juice. It is designed to hold the acid juice so that meat and 
other proteins can be digested by the -pepsin. A substance 
ealled gastric mucin is normally present in stomach juice to 
protect the lining. 

= 


A DISEASED CONDITION is present when acid is absent 
from the stomach. In fact, some older people are relieved by 
taking diluted acid in water because they don’t have enough 
naturally in their stomachs. 

So this business of correcting stomach acidity is non- 
sensical unless you have a peptic ulcer. Since acid belongs 
in the stomach, you can't feel it when it is there. 

Most of the sour feelings delicately called dyspepsia are 
due to mechanical rather than to chemical disturbances. For 
instance, feelings of hunger come from spasmodic activity of 
the stomach muscles, as well as from habit and other causes. 
That full feeling comes from eating too much, from muscular 
spasm at the outlet of the stomach when you are emotionally 
upset, or from swallowing air with your food. 

Feelings of uneasiness in the abdomen, if mild, may result 
from faulty activities of the intestinal muscles lashed by 
emotions, alcohol, or highly spiced foods. These feelings are 
not caused by “stomach acidity” unless a peptic ulcer is 
present.
